By arrival of the Brig Reville, we have dates 
from the island of St. Domingo, to the 9th ult, 
which fully confirm the former news relative to 
the arrival of a French war vessel upon the

The fourth article provides for the specific 
enforcement of the Tebauntepec right of way. 

The fifth contaius an alteroative propomtio. 
to the seeond artiele, to the effvet that Mexico 
shall cede to the United States a boundary which 
will include the route known in Lieut. Parke’s 
map as “Lieutenant Colenel wagon 
route,” extending nearly to the thirty first paral. 
lel, and going due weal, so as to give us a large 
accession of territory, aod taking in the whole 
of the peninsula of Lower California, ineluding 
Sonora, upes the payment by the United States 
to Mexico of fiity millions of dollars 

It will be readily seen that this treaty, by its 
provisions, is one of very great importance to 
the United States, “Without stopping to discuss 
the propriety of the means contemplated by it 
for the acquisition of the territory named, every 
one must perceive that such a proposition will 
at once bring upon the tapis questions of vital 
interest and impertance. As far as the mere 
payment of the fifty millions is concerned, we 
de not know that it can be considered any very 
great objection to the adoption of the treaty.— 
We bave nearly half that amount now, ia our 
Treasory, and it would be better to “put it into 
land,” as the farmers say, than to suffer it tore- 
main at Washington, affording a bait and « 
temptation io unser; members of Con- 
gress, and hungry seekers, We presume 
that the South wil! favor the sdoption of the 
treaty will secure to them one State at least, 
probably two, and will, in a degree at least, re- 
tarn te their hands some of that power which 
has been gradually slipping from them. 

It is eaid, however, that our prudent and dis- 
creet President hesitates about senCing the trea 
ty to the Senate, on account of the clause, pro- 
viding for the payment of the fifty millions — 
Judging most probably from his own old fogyish 
course while in Congress, he apprehends that » 
proposition to disburre so large a sum, would 
frighten the Senate trom ite propriety. We do 
not share bis fears, for while he has apparently 
stood still in his views of national progress for 
the last twenty years, the mind of the cuuntry 
has been progressive, and is now rather inclined 
to view the payment of fifty millions of dollars 
for two new States, as a mere bagatelle,

There is nothing further in regard to 
the double duel between the two Soules and the 
Spanish end French noblemen. 

Kverthing with regard to the war in the 
East continues shrouded in mist, We are in- 
formed that the French and English fleets, in 
sonjanction with the Turkish squadron, had en- 
twed the Binck Sea, leaving three vessels of 
each nation toguard Constantinople. Ass cou- 
sequence, it wae apprehended that the Roesian 
awbersadore at and Paris would 
diately withdrew, it leing understood that 
Cat had expressly given notice thet such 
val movement would be viewed in the light of 
declaration of war. The four chief neutral 
powers were still endeavoring to eall together s 
peage conference between the hestile nations 
but there is scarcely a probability that the ob- 
ject will be effected, Indeed, the prospect of a 
general war now looks more ominous than ever. 

Fighting had been resumed on the Danube, 
and in ope instance a most sangeinary- contest 
took place, in which four thousand were left 
upon the field. This was at Kalefat, which the 
Russians attacked on the 4th ult., and after a 
desperate straggle for the mastery, were forced 
to retire.

The Circassians and 
others were warmly espousing the cause of Tur- 
key, while the Persians ‘were raising large 
bodies of troops to assist the Czar, It ic inti- 
mated that they were induced to adopt this 
evurse by the promise of the Czar to remit 
debt owing to him. 

Moeb excitement existed in England eoneern- 
ing}the resignation of Lord Palmerston. It wae 
unknown who would be his successor ; but it was 
believed in wel! informed cireles that Lord Ab- 
erdeen himself would shortly find it politie to 
rengo, whereupon Parliament would bs 
bled, and an entire new Cabinet formed. Prince 
Albert seems to have aroused the enmity of the 
liberaliste, who accuse him of unnegessarily in- 
terferihg in army avd political matters A de- 
siructive gule recently swept the coast of Ire 
land and destroyed veveral ves.els. 


‘TERRITORY OF NEBRASKA. 

In the Senate, on the 4th inst, Mr, Dovetasa, 
of lil, from the Committee on Territories, re- 
ported back the bill providing a territorial gow- 
eroment for Nebraska, with a substitute for the 
bill. The following is the eubetance of thegit~ 
ferent sections ef the bill: 

All that part of the United States ineladed 


thereof as are expressly exempted from the 
operations of this act, to wit:—Begiuing at the 
south weet corner of the State of Missouri, thence 
running west oa the lin@ief thirty-six degrees 
and thirty minutes of north latitude vatil it 
intersects the one hundred and third meridian 
of longitude west of Greenwich, thence north 
gn the said meridian until it intersects the thirty 

eighth parallel north latitude, thence west 
on the said parallel of latitude to the summit of 
the Roeky Mountains. thence southward along 
and upon the summit of said e of monn- 
tains to the weetern boundary of the Territory 
of Mianesota, thence ecouth ward on and with said 
boundery to the Mississippi river. thence down 
the centre of the main channel of said river to 
to the State of Missouri, thence south on and 
with the western boundary of said State to the 
place of begining—be, and the same is, hereby 
created into a tem government, by the 
Ppame of the Territory of Nebraska; and when 
admitted as a State or States, the said territory 
or any portion of the same, shall be received in. 
to the Union with or without slavery, as their 
constitution preserible at the time of 
their admission, provided. that nothing in 
this contained shall be constreed to pro-~ 
hibit the government of the United States from 
dividing said territery inte two or more terri- 
tories, ia such manner and at such times as Con 
grese shali deem convenient and preper, or from 
attaching any portion of said territory to any 
other State or territory of the United States ; 
and provided further, that nothing in this act 
contained shall be construed to impsir the rights 
of persons or preperty now pertaining to the 
Indians, &e. 

Sections 2 to 9 relate to details of office, &c. 

Section 9 allows appeals to the Suprewe Court 
of the United States in cases involving title to 
slaves, with regerd to the value of the matter 
im the controversy, Writs of error andes 
are allowed to the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States, from any decision of territorial eourt 
upon habeas corpus, involving questions of per- 
soval freedom. 

Section 10 is fellows :— “That the previs 
ions of an act entitled ‘An act respectiog fugit-ves 
from justice and persous persons escaping from 
the service of their masters,” iqucowel | Feb. 12, 
1708, and provisions of the act to auwad asd 
supplementary to the aforesaid act, apprevei, 
Sept. 18. 1850, be, and the same are, hereby de 
elared to extend to and be in full foree within 
the limite of the said territory of Nebraska.
